Robert Johnson, superintendent of the State Cor­ 
rectional Institution at Graterford, rejects the notion 
that his reform s are endangering area residents. 
“One of the greatest myths in this country is 
that prisons protect people from crim inals,” he said. 
“They don’t, 
“Ninety-eight per cent of the inm ates of Penn­ 


sylvania’s prisons 
will be released into society 
again,” he pointed out. 
“ What our prison system has done in the past 
is to m ake them worse when they come out. Our 
prisons have turned m any basically good people into 
resentful, hardened crim inals. They have helped to 
teach them a w ay of life that leads to recurrent 
crim e,” he argued. 
“ The least we can do is see to it that they’re 
no worse com ing out than when they cam e in.” 
Johnson reached his views after studying prison 
system s in the country to try to determ ine m ethods 
of reform. 
Before becom ing Graterford’s warden, he w as 


com m issioned by the State Bureau of Corrections to 
develop a modern, enlightened penal system . 
“ After I wrote page after page criticizing the 
present system and proposing what should be done 
they told m e to go out and practice what I w as 
preaching.” he grinned. “That’s why I ’m at Grater­ 
ford." 
Johnson spent most of his life working with 
paroled prisoners before working in m anagem ent 
with the bureau of corrections. 
Born on a cotton farm in G eorgia, he was the 
son of a chauffeur. “ My father died when I was a 
sm all boy,” he recalled, “and I was partly brought 
up by my uncles, who were farm ers.” 


At 12, Johnson’s fam ily moved to Philadelphia, 
w here he attended N ortheast High School. “I was 
a good student,” he reflected, “and got good grades. 
Studying alw ays cam e easy to m e.” 
He went to Tem ple U niversity from high school, 
where he studied history. “ I intended to be a den­ 
tist,” he said, “but I got m arried and had two chil­ 
dren while in school. 
“I couldn’t afford dental school and bring up a 
fam ily at the sam e tim e.” After graduating from 
Tem ple, he took a job as a social worker during 
the day “ because it was available” and worked for

attempted 
assassination 
which has left him for five 
months; — and perhaps forever 
— without the use of his legs. 
Laughing at himself, the doc­ 
tor explained, 
helps 
Wallace 
fight off despondency. And it 
reflects a stubborn determina­ 
tion to overcome his handicap.

Should the government 
win 
the antitrust suit, the Justice 
Department said in a memo­ 
randum to federal judge David 
Edelstein, it then would seek to 
“dissipate the enormous mar­ 
ket power of the current IBM 
computer 
manufacturing 
and 
marketing structure.” 
Its computer operations were 
the main source of IBM's $8.3 
billion in revenues last year. 
To replace the present IBM 
structure, the government said 
it would seek “formation of the 
total domestic and international 
computer systems facilities of 
IBM into several separate, in­ 
dependent and competitive bal­ 
anced entities capable of com­ 
peting successfully in domestic 
and international markets with 
one another and with other do­ 
mestic 
and 
foreign 
com­ 
petitors.”

He inches forward 
on the parallel bars by pulling 
himself with his arms and let­ 
ting gravity carry his lower 
limbs along.

Nixon to Okay 
Revenue Sharing 
In Philadelphia 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon will fly to Phila­ 
delphia Fr'day to sign the reve­ 
nue sharing bill in Independ­ 
ence Hall before the governors, 
mayors 
and 
congressmen 
he 
has invited to attend. 
The White 
House said 
the 
ceremony will take place at 
12:30 p.m. and that Mr. Nixon 
will be the host at a reception 
afterwards 
for 
the 
invited 
guests. 
“It is a non-political trip,” 
said 
deputy 
press 
secretary 
Gerald L. Warren in making 
the announcement. 
Mr. Nixon plans to return to 
Washington after the reception. 
Governors of all the states, 
members of the House and Sen­ 
ate, and mayors of about 190 
cities as well as a representa­ 
tive group of state legislators 
and county officials are being 
invited, the White House said. 
The revenue sharing bill is 
one of the President’s major pro­ 
posals. Congress completed ac­ 
tion on the measure last Friday. 
Under the bill, $5.3 billion 
will be distributed to state and 
local governments in the first 
year to spend as they see fit. 
Somewhat 
increased 
amounts 
will be provided for each of the 
next four years. The bill will be 
effective as of last Jan. 1 and 
checks for the first six months 
of this year are to be mailed 
out by the Treasury Oct. 27— 
about 11 days before the elec­ 
tion. 
One-third of the money is to 
go to the states and two-thirds 
to localities.

O pening the v ast potential of space for 
the developm ent of a b etter life on earth 
has been a dream, largely thwarted by 
th e know ledge that few nations possess 
the cap ab ility to reach out to use it. 
One need only view the elaborate and 
expensive 
installations

launch A m erican satellites to realize such 
an investment is beyond the grasp of all 
but a few nations, now or in the future. 
T hat d rea m has been rekindled by the 
announcement that Washington will pro­ 
vide launch facilities for other nations 
and international organizations w ishing 
to place peaceful satellites in orbit. The 
only req u irem en t is that the actu al cost 
of launch be paid. 
This will not suddenly bring a host of 
countries into the moon or M ars pro­ 
gram s. But th e re are m any less exotic 


and more practical uses for space vehicles 
which now will be available to m any who 
wish to use them . 
Weather and communication satellites 
a re two with a 
particu larly favorable 
future. The im portance of such orbiting 
outposts to isolated land masses such as 
A ustralia 
or 
the

continents 
of 
A frica and Latin A m erica is incalculable. 
The scope of the American offer is 
lim ited only by the im agination of the 
user. The trails blazed by U.S. satellites 
in the fields of weather prediction, agri­ 
culture surveys, 
long-distance telecasts 
and the evaluation of natu ral resources 
now will be opened to others. 
It 
will take tim e for acceptances of 
the offer to begin to com e in. but as they 
do the obvious ad v an tag es of space co­ 
operation could quickly turn into a rush 
of orders.

Today is T uesday, O ct. 17, the 291st d ay of the 
y ea r with 75 days to com e. 
T raditionally, each Oct. 17, the R ev. M ilton 
D etterline. chaplain at U rsinos College, w rites 
a rep o rt on a hoagy sale. I don t know w hy this 
tradition continues but far be it from m e to kill it.

One of the nice benefits of a country hom e is 
you get to trav el a lot. E specially w hen your 
children a rriv e at the age w here they decide th eir 
life’s deficient in m eaningful relationships, w hich 
m eans th e y ’ve gotta join clubs and team s d esign­ 
ed to keep them aw ay from hom e and they 11 re ­ 
quire the full-tim e services of a p aren tal chauf­ 
feur. 
My m istak e w as, tak in g the first S atu rd ay 
‘o ff from w ork in two m onths. D elinquent in the 
role of husband-parent, I w as assigned activities 
d irecto r of the day for m y trio of potential ban­ 
dits. 
The te a rs scald m e yet, the trauma is too re a l 
to cite the conflicts p resen t in w hat wrould seem a 
sim ple m a tte r of dropping a pair of m y progeny 
at confirm ation class. 


I avoid th a t ta le and m ove on to the disbursal 
of the th ird early -teen ag er who has in the p ast 
two w eeks becom e a com petitor to th e chain food 
m a rk e ts w ith his hoagie sales for the school band. 
Now is th e d ay of delivery and w e’ll sim ply w hisk 
over to th e assem b ly room and throw' the san d ­ 
w iches in th e c a r and drop them off like the m ail­ 
m an going his perennial rounds. 


E xcept th a t Jim forgot to bring the m oney h e’d 
collected, in addition to w hich he forgot his list of 
custom ers. Ah, w ell, no use getting excited, we 11 
ju st drop off a couple hoagies at every hom e be­ 
tw een B oyertow n and L im erick and P ottsgrove 
to Schw enksville and th a t should cover his route. 


So we got to the school, followed our noses to­ 
w ard the sa lam i and hot p ep p ers and entered the 
aw esom e H all of H oagies. T he floor w as littered 
with big brow n bags and chum m y little people 
trying like archeologists to decipher the labels. 


“ A lphabetical . . . th e y 're all alp h ab etical’’ 
scream ed a band m other in ch a rg e of the con­ 
fusion A lphabetical is easy — you ju st find “ Det- 
te rlin e" and all is well, rig h t? W rong again. 


A lphabetical, in this case, m ean s the “ S” pile 
is probably n e a r th e “ R ” pile but not necessarily, 
and anyw ay the bags are labeled not according 
to the sa lesm an but according to the custom ers. 
Now we g o tta try to re m e m b e r som ething like 59 
nam es and try to scoop up th e bag before one 
m ore fum ble-footed person step s on it. 


E ach kid w as supposed to sell like 175 hoagies 
and th ere a re 200 band m em b ers and you figure 
out the piles of bags and the num ber of people 
trep p in g o v er, through, down on those bags d es­ 
tined to bring out the com petitive beast in us 
p aren t-ty p es! 


It took only about 40 m in u tes of p ersisten t 
search (including about 3-4 com plete checks of 
ev ery bag in th e house) to find ours. P a rt of th a t 
w as the tim e spent in m e shaking J im ’s m em ory- 
bank to help him recall to whom he sold how 
m any hoagies. 


D elivery w asn ’t quite as easy as recovery of 
our p ro p erties from the floor of a school room 
th a t by now m ust have tomato plants growing 
through the floor crack s from all the squashed 
seeds there. 


W e began by leaving the m ain road, and ro m p ­ 
ing on a single lane, m arsh y , rutted trail p ass­ 
able only d u rin g Ju ly and A ugust. “ I gotta col­ 
lect m oney,," the son says. I envisioned people 
rejectin g 25 hoagies because they changed th eir 
m ind, a re n ’t hom e, or have ju st a $50 bill. 


“ Stop h e re ," so I do. And he runs th ree houses 
ahead — about Va m ile from each other it seem s.

No neighbor ev er heard of her, th e custom er 
w hose single hoagie is even now falling through 
the bag bottom dripping tom ato juice on m y son’s 
tro u sers. 


We drive, w e stop, we turn around, we lose 
one and win one, m y blood pum ps about 178 
points, m y b rain cells a re blinking frenetically 
and shorting circ u its as the hours seem to squeeze 
out m y life ju ices. We have covered m ore ground 
than th e tax assesso r and th e re still a re alm ost 
50 hoagies fum ing into the upholstery of m y tired 
little car. 


I m ake a decision, m aybe the best of th e day 
so far. I t’s, “ hom e. J a m e s " , and I floor m y 
sav o ry sedan tow ard those fam iliar q u a rte rs. 
O nce th ere, I sit dow n and e a t a hoagie. I t’s the 
least I can do. Not bad. I rep en t. I round up the 
son I'd sent out on his bicycle to com plete his 
circu it, and by late afternoon all but one v ery 
fra g ra n t v ery lim p bag of hoagies has been d e­ 
livered to its rightful ow ner. 


Since th a t ow ner w as expecting his m eal by 
noon, he flipped us som e un n ecessary sa rc asm , 
som e u n rem em b ered thing like, “ sw eil, I ’U have 
it for b re a k fa st." 


And in betw een house-hunting for the H oagy 
H appening, I m ade side trip s back to town, to r e ­ 
claim sons and red eliv er them to the next ac tiv ­ 
ity. only to lose them again or w ait interm inable 
m inutes beyond th e ir scheduled release. 


I’m quite convinced alm ost anyone can hatch 
children, but to be a p aren t req u ires the skill of 
a Can Am ra c e r, th e discipline of an athletic d i­ 
recto r, the p atience of a m onk.

Both Parties Think Chances Are Good

The Confident Ones — How 
do the strategists stand on the

Rather curiously perhaps, the

chance of carrying the Keystone 
State.

NEW YORK — Most of you 
know. 
I suppose, that the 
sandwich got invented one day 
back in the 1700s when the 
fourth Earl of Sandwich wanted 
to keep gambling at lunchtime 
and still not go hungry. So. he 
slapped some meat between two 
pieces of bread and ate with 
one hand and gambled with the 
other. 
But did you know how Eggs 
Benedict got bom? Neither did 
I until my friend, Eve Brown, 
the veteran reporter, columnist, 
and publicist told me.

Benedict 
woke up with

He went to the dining room, 
hoping to find something to 
quiet the demons in his tummy. 
But the menu offered no in­ 
spiration. 
“Tell you what.” he said to 
the maitre d*. “ I’ll have a 
hooker of Hollandaise sauce, 
two poached eggs, buttered 
toast and crisp bacon . . . the 
eggs on top of the toast, then 
the bacon, then the Hollan­ 
daise.” 
Strangely, this new and rather 
weird concoction put out the 
fires. The maitre d’ was so 
impressed he named the dish 
Eggs Benedict. Since then it’s 
been changed a bit; most people 
prefer ham instead of bacon, 
and the English muffin has 
replaced the toast. 
Eve also learned something 
else about Lemuel Benedict: It 
was he who discovered why W.

More than 18.500 square miles 
of unspoiled wilderness in the 
Yukon and northwest territories 
have been set aside to create 
three newr Canadian National 
Parks. 
Nahanni In the northwest 
territories includes spectacular 
Virginia Falls. 
A d v e n t u. r o u s 
boatmen 
challenge the roiling whirlpools 
and treacherous rapids of the 
South Nahanni River to reach 
the great eddying pool below' 
the remote 315-foot falls. In 
places, canyon walls carved in 
pink formations rise 2,000 feet 
on either side of the plunging 
river. 
“Among the Canadian rivers 
I’ve seen — and there have 
been some wild ones — none 
is so treacherous as the South 
Nahanni,” said a veteran white 
water enthusiast after his trip 
through the rock strewn gorge. 
Visitors to the new park on 
Baffin Island can sometimes see 
rare blue and humpback whales 
rolling and blowing in. the Icy

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Rams Thunder 
Turns to Emotion 


After one quarter of football at Spring-Ford, Merle 
Bainbridge rightfully expected a scoring barrage. 
His Rams had punched over three touchdowns, 
two by Jim Haldeman, and thundered into the second 
period with a 19 12 lead over Downingtown. 
The thundering stopped, though, early in the sec­ 
ond quarter after the Whippets narrowed Spring- 
Ford *s lead to 19-18. The Whippet TD signaled an 
abrupt end to the scoring, and stoked up a defensive 
battle that came up scoreless in the second half. 
“It was our best offensive performance of the 
season early in the gam e,” Bainbridge said later 
about the Rams’ second straight Ches-Mont League 
triumph Friday night. 
But as pleased as he was to see the Rams break 
out offensively, he was that puzzled when the scoring 
screeched to a slop. 
“It was an unexplainable breakdown on offense,” 
he volunteered. Probably the best explanation, he 
conceded when prodded, was the loss of Haldeman, 
who left the game after being shaken up. His absence 
after the great start, Bainbridge said, was “precau­ 
tionary”. 
“His loss did hurt us a great deal, and there was 
an emotional letdown,” the Spring-Ford coach ad­ 
mitted. “But it was a combination of things.” 
Before Haldeman left, he amassed 92 yards on 
the ground including a one yard touchdown run. He 
also pulled in a 39 yard scoring strike from quarter­ 
back Lance Viola. Haldeman will be okay for Friday 
night’s game against Owen J. Roberts. 
Although the Rums felt an emotional letdown of­ 
fensively, Bainbridge thought that his defense played 
"with emotion” for the first time this year. "It was a 
big factor," he said. 
Another team that got off to a good start in the 
first quarter was Pottstown, which kept it up for a 
29-6 halftime lead against Boyer town. The Trojans, 
who have won three straight, scored the only touch­ 
down in the second half when the Bears’ righted 
themselves—at least defensively. 
The first thing Coach Bill Rogers said to the Tro­ 
jans afterwards was "The black and blue boys are I 
back", referring to a tag hung on them a year ago. 
The 35-6 win was not unlike last year’s demolition of 
Ches-Mont opponents for the Trojans. 
Rogers’ proclamation drew a loud response, which 
is what Pottstown sought earlier in the day during a 
pep rally. 
"The school spirit has been blase,” Athletic Di­ 
rector Ed Good said during the game. In addition to 
the hyped-up pep rally, Good also had the fall sports 
team members wear their jerseys in school Friday. 
"The school spirit is improving,” said Rogers, 
"but it’s not where it should be yet. But Dan Weller 
(an assistant coach) played here, and he said it’s 
always been like that. It’s sort of business-like.”

Hamburg, which hasn’t won in 34 games and three 
years since it resumed football, gave up Boone's first 
two touchdowns oí the year, both to Ron Squibb, in 
the 14-0 Blazer win. 
Perkiomen Valley finally ended its scoring drought 
too, but the losing streak lingered and was extended 
to six in a 35-18 Bux-Mont setback to Souderton. An­ 
other Friday game saw the Academy of New Church 
rip Perkiomen School, 30 7. 
Saturday was a day for offenses. Owen J. Roberts 
steamrollered Great Valley 44-20 behind Bob Peiffer’s 
five touchdowns and 249 yards rushing, while Phoenix- 
ville plastered Pottsgrove 40-0 and the Hill - School 
walloped Haverford School 35-14. 
Phoenixville bounced off two shutout losses to rack 
up 401 yards in total offense, while Roberts compiled

OAKLAND, Calif — When he hired Dick Wiliams 
as manager of the Oakland Athletics. Charlie Finley, 
eyes of baby blue, announced unbl in kingly that Wil­ 
liams would be around for 10 years. 
In view of what happened to previous managers 
of the A’s. 10 minutes seemed more realistic. 
Now Williams has completed two seasons, with 
the odds at least even he will go to three, meaning 
he has broken a record for longevity as a Finley 
manager. 
People make a big mistake assuming that Charlie 
fires field leaders for personal gratification, when, in 
truth, he merely practices his awn form of euthanasia. 
He puts managers out of their misery to spare them 
the humiliation that comes from, not winning a pen­ 
nant. Charlie is a humanitarian who never has re­ 
ceived his credit. 
F E L T S O M E T H IN G 
But Finley obviously was getting vibrations from a 
celestial spirit when he proclaimed that Williams 
would spend a decade in his employ, and Dick hasn't 
misplaced his trust. 
Oakland is an awfully good team which some 
suspected was hurt at the start of the year when Fin­ 
ley decided that Vida Blue was worth only $50',WO. 
What resulted was a holdout commotion of a di­ 
mension unknown to baseball. Famous players had 
held out before, but none ever announced retirement 
at 22 to take a job as vice-president of a firm special­ 
izing in toilet seat covers. 
This was competition Finley had trouble meeting. 
And the rumble not only was embarrassing to the club, 
but it kept Blue away from Oakland for 61 days. 
“This may have hurt us,” said Williams, “but 
It also united us. Between the absence of Blue and a 
couple of other pitching injuries, our players were 
determined to overcome the handicap, and they did a 
big job.” 
Indeed, as a pitching club, Oakland wound up se­ 
cond only to Baltimore in the American League, and it 
did this quite without the help of Blue, who didn’t 
win enough gam es to keep the A’s in frankfurters. 
What happened to Vida is still being probed by 
students of the pitching art. Some contend that Fin­ 
ley broke his spirit, causing! Blue to pout instead of 
pitch. And still others blame Vida, arguing that he had 
plenty of time in the second half of the season to re­ 
gain his rhythm and do more winning. But it’s an in­ 
disputable fact that when a guy who wins 24 comes 
back and wins only six, his club is wounded. 
“Our hitting this year wasn’t what it should have 
been,” said Williams, “but we had better balance. We 
had good depth, good pinch-hitting and a good bull­ 
pen.” 
“Is Finley happy?” 
“I think so,” said Williams. “He had a lot to do 
¡ 
with our success. Any time we needed a player to fill 
in. he was calling all over the country, trying hard to 
make a deal. He spared no expense when it came to 
putting a good product on the field.” 
Of course. Blue feels that maybe $25.000 was 
spared in his case. but. as things developed, there was 
very little about Vida’s functions this year that helped 
the A’s. 
Repeatedly, some minimize Oakland’s success the 
last two seasons, pointing out that the club had the 
good fortune to be proceeding in the lollipop division 
of baseball, the American League West. Such asser­ 
tions tend to irritate Williams, who argues that his 
division this year had no need to apologize for its 
quality. 
“When our club went to play in the Eastern Di­ 
vision.” said Dick, “it did pretty well, like 8-and-4 
against Detroit during the season. We did a lot of 
winning in that league. Our only problem was Boston. 
In 12 gam.es with the Red Sox. we won but three.” 
If Boston had been the playoff opponent of the A’s, 
instead of Detroit. Blue likely wouldn’t have been 
given a starting assignment by his manager. 
“From what I understand.” said Williams, “only 
one visiting lefty went the distance in Fenway Park 
this year. The fence in left field isn’t made for left- 
hand hitters. Ken Holtzman would have been the only 
leftv we would have started there.” 
A D I F F E R E N T S T O R Y 
Of course, when Detroit put the Red Sox out of 
business, the Oakland rotation for the playoff changed 
to include, for the first four games. Catfish Hunter. 
Blue Moon Odom, Holtzman and Blue. 
It has been a big two years at Oakland for Wil­ 
liam s, who, as leader of Boston, had departed amid 
embarrassing rumors that he couldn’t get along with 
players. 
Dick today not only gets along with his players. 
He gets along with Finley. How many can make that 
claim?

Gold called the eavesdropp­ 
ing and bugging of the trailer 
more productive of Cosa Nostra 
secrets,

“ No question, it’s much big­ 
ger than that,” Gold told news­ 
men, billing it as “the most

conducted a sweeping and in­ 
tensive investigation into organ­ 
ized crime, penetrating its in­ 
nermost workings and stripping 
away the insulation that has 
hidden and protected many of 
the most important people in 
organized crim e.”
